facilities were also designed 
to handle a 75-bed acute-care 
wing. 

Curtis said that while he has 
not yet been given a copy of 
the advisory committee’s 
report, there are indications it 
recommends against com¬ 
pletion of the “promised’’ 
addition. 

He said he hopes the 
regional hospital board and 
Health Minister Dennis Cocke 
will over rule the recom¬ 
mendation and fulfil “this 
promise which has been made 
to all residents of the Saanich 
Peninsula.” 

Speculation has it that the 
board’s advisers will argue 
150 acute-care beds is the 
minimum size unit for ef¬ 
ficiency and economy. 
Presumably a new Saanich 
hospital would provide at least 
this number of beds initially. 

The Mount Newton Site was 
bought with expansion in mind 
and to buy another site 
“elsewhere to the south is 
surely uneconomic and ill- 
advised, ’’ said Curtis. 

Apart from present and 
projected population on the 
peninsula, traffic flows bet¬ 
ween Victoria and ferry and 
air terminals can only in¬ 
crease. 



Legers drop in by 'copter 


It took an Air-Sea Rescue 
helicopter to get Governor 
General and Madam Jules 
Leger Into Victoria on 
Saturday. 

Lack of emergency services 
at Victoria International 
Airport forced a last-minute 
change of plans for the vice¬ 
regal pair, who had been due 
to arrive by jet for official 
greetings at the airport. 

Instead their plane was 
diverted to the Canadian 


Forces base at Cotnox, where 
the party was met by 
Provincial Secretary Ernie 
Hall. They then transferred to 
a Labrador helicopter for the 
final leg of the journey. 

The ceremonies at Victoria 
heliport, however, lacked 
nothing in the way of tradition 
in spite of the change of plans. 

The Naden band and 100 
Royal Roads Cadets provided 
the honor guard, lined up just 
below the landing pad, and the 


5th Field Battery of Victoria, 
a militia squad, provided a 21- 
gun salute. 

The Governor-General and 
his wife were officially 
greeted by Deputy Premier 
Eileen Dailly and Victoria 
Mayor Peter Pollen. 

After inspecting the honor 
guard, Governor-General and 
Madam Leger went to dinner 
at Government House with 
Lieutenant-Governor and 
Mrs. \yalter Owen. 


On Sunday, after attending 
Mass at St. Andrew’s 
Cathedral, they took an af¬ 
ternoon cruise on HMCS Terra 
Nova that included a look at 
the Inner Harbor and the 
Dallas Road waterfront, and a 
tour of the Gulf. 

Monday was to be the 
biggest day of the tour, with 
six official functions in a 12- 
hour day. 

Calls were scheduled at the 


Legislative Buildings, City 
Hail and the Senior Citizens 
Centre, before a luncheon 
given by the province at The 
Empress. Later they were to 
visit Victoria High School, and 
then attend dinner at the 
University of Victoria.

Airport standstill 
defies injunction 


Talks were under way 
Sunday between B.C. airport 
firefighters and regional 
Ministry of Transport officials 
in an effort to get the firemen 
to end a three-day withdrawal 
of services. 

The study sessions which 
have been conducted by 
firemen since 8 a.m. Friday 
have shut down 10 federal 
airports in the province and 
brought air traffic to a virtual 
standstill. 

A small fire broke out at 
Victoria airport Sunday af¬ 
ternoon — but it was confined 
to papers in a garbage can in 
the main terminal and was 
extinguished easily by airport 
personnel. 


The men are defying a 
federal court injunction which 
ordered them back to work 
Friday afternoon. 

They are off work to back 
demands for wage parity with 
municipal firemen. 

About 96 firefighters are 
concerned in the dispute, 13 of 
them in Victoria and 36 in 
Vancouver, and they say they 
are prepared to go to jail 
rather than return to work at 
current pay rates. 

In Vancouver the men are 
earning $4,000 a year less than 
their municipal counterparts, 


and in Victoria the difference 
is about $3,000 a year. 

Meanwhile, travellers are 
switching to buses and trains 
to get out of the province, with 
Black Ball Ferries reporting 
heavy bus travel out of Vic¬ 
toria as passengers head for 
American airways to avoid 
the trans-Canada tie-up. 

Trans-Canada flights from 
Montreal and Toronto were 
halted at Calgary, and on 
Friday CP Air brought flights 
from Mexico and the Orient 
into Seattle, and passengers 
finished their journeys into 
Vancouver by bus. 

CP Rail reported all 
sleeping accommodation on 
eastbound trains was booked 
solidly over the weekend, and 
advised travellers to make 
sure they have reservations 
for extra coach space. 

Canadian National train 
service between Edmonton 
and Vancouver was also 
heavily booked, while 
Greyhound Bus Lines has 
extra buses in service to 
handle an overflow demand 
for transportation into 
Alberta. 

Air West, which is not af¬ 
fected by the airport closures, 
was sending about 14 aircraft 
daily between Vancouver and 
Vancouver Island instead of 
the normal quota of five or six. 

At Victoria International 


Airport, the RCMP moved 
into the vacated firehall as a 
routine security . procedure. 

“There’s no chance that 
we’re going to do anything 
violent, it's just a routine 
thing,” said a spokesman for 
Victoria Firefighter’s 
Association. 

He said a first class fireman 
at the airport is making a 
gross salary of $702 a month, 
“And working for the 
government as we do, we have 
deductions out of that like you 
wouldn’t believe.” 

The fight, he said, is not only 
with the Treasury Board, but 
also with the union. 

“Our union has let us 
down," he said. “It’s totally 
eastern oriented. 

“This thing has been 
coming on for eight years as 
the Public Service Alliance 
has continued to insist upon 
national wage settlements. 

“The money we get might 
be alright back in Halifax, but 
it doesn't pay the bills in 
British Columbia. 

“The boys here are mad. 
They are fed up. We have tried 
to talk to people, but nobody 
will listen, so we said damn it, 
let s go to jail if we have to, 
what’s the difference? 

"At least if we go to jail we 
get three meals a day, and 
welfare will look after our 
families.”

Blanshard library 
'inadequate' 


A feasibility study on 
Greater Victoria Public 
Library’s Blanshard building 
says it’s “totally inadequate 
for present and future needs.” 

Publicly aired for the first 
time at a meeting of the 
library board, the study was 
prepared by municipal of¬ 
ficials, board member Vic¬ 
toria Aid. Clyde Savage and 
library director Don Miller. 

Miller stressed the study 
was intended to be fully 
examined by the board before 
any fund-raising campaign to 
extend the central library was 
considered. 

The study said the library 
could be enlarged by buying 
property along Blanshard, 
Yates and Johnson. 

It states a wider range of 
services are needed and these 
should be provided in a new or 
expanded building. 

Miller emphasised the study 
found that, to be adequate, the 
central libarary should be 
increased to more than four 
times its size. 

“A building containing 
138,000 to 158,000 square feet is 
required to provide service for 
the next 25 years,” the report 
states, “A site of ap¬ 
proximately 50,000 square feet 
would be needed to contain 
this building.” 

The present building has 
’ 36,000 square feet and is based 
on a 8,600 square-foot lot. 

Although the report 
recognizes the “nostalgic 
value” attached to the present 
structure, it states it would be 
difficult to save the 1950 ad¬ 
dition, which is considered 
"totally unsuitable for library 
purposes.” 

With the acquisition of other 
property, the report recom¬ 
mends, the original Carnegie 
building could be saved and 
incorporated in a new com¬ 
plex.

We’re planning 
another. But I think we all felt something of a let-down. 
Something that we once shared was gone and I doubt if it 
could be recaptured. 

Reflecting on this since the night of the game, I’ve 
been wondering if friends, like automobiles, shouldn’t be 
traded in periodically for new models. 

Certainly the loyalty and the companionship of old 
pals is one of life’s rewards, but too often such a 
relationship becomes rusted and treasured only for its 
sentimental value. 


There was a curious sort of guilt feeling among the 
seven of us. We indulged in self-abuse for having allowed 
ourselves to drift apart. Each of us felt vaguely, I think, 
that we’d rejected the others when, in truth, we were only 
the natural victims of time and change. 

We cherished the past we’d known together. We 
mourned the dead. Then, relieved, went our separate 
ways. 

My own concept of friendship has changed radically 
in the last few years. 

A decade ago I hadn’t a single friend, beyond casual 
acquaintances, who didn’t share my every interest. I went 
around, so to speak, with mirrors. It was an occupational 
set. We were newspapermen or writers or editors in allied 
fields. Looking back on it now, I guess we were snobs as 
well. 

We looked on anyone outside our intimate circle as 
odd-ball foreigners. At a party we gathered in our own 
corner, excluding the infidels, speaking our own tongues, 
fortifying our own concepts, nourishing our egos. There 
was us and there was the rest of the world. 


Friends mellow like wine 

but sometimes grow rancid 


It wasn’t until I found myself sharing a barracks with 
60 such strangers that I first became aware that friend¬ 
ship could mean something more than the comfortable 
sharing of a special niche and awoke one morning to find 
that my closest pals were a hard-rock miner and an in¬ 
surance salesman. 

Later, when we went to live in the country, I continued 
to make the discovery that the best of friends are those 
whose kinship relates to something deeper than merely 
complementing your own character and values. 

Many a newspaperman who visited us in that period 
was bewildered by what he felt were my strange com¬ 
panions. I found it hard to explain to them that such strong 
attachments could shape from what they considered an 
unsophisticated society or that I felt my friendship with a 
Polish immigrant farmer far more dependable and 
productive than anything I’d ever known before. 

A good many of the friendships that I once thought 
would survive a lifetime have dwindled away. It’s not 
surprising. I think you reach a point in such a relationship 


when you’ve each given all you have to give and that 
loyalty alone is all that's left. 

I’m thinking of one old buddy in particular. When we 
meet now we’ve lit .le for each other but reminiscences. 
We know each othe too well. Whatever wit or philosophy 
we may have is so care-worn from the years of ex¬ 
changing it that we’ve sought not only fresher audiences, 
but fresher views. 

He’d be the first I would turn to if I needed help and I 
hope he’d feel the same about me, but otherwise we’re two 
old gramophone records. 

The friendship that’s stayed greenest the longest is 
with one of those wartime pals who, being located in 
Halifax, is ideally suited geographically. 

We meet on an average of once a year, if that. Our feet 
of clay hardly ever show. We don’t have the time for 
disenchantment or, what's worse, the truth. (Save me, 
said a great philosopher, from a candid friend.) 

We’re having the next poker session two weeks from 
tonight. It will be. I’m sure, a more relaxed affair now 
that we’re reconciled ourselves to our loss.

Levi whimsy? 


The provincial govern¬ 
ment’s new human resources 
board legislation could set up 
a new, unwieldy level of local 
government operating at “the 
whim of the minister,” the 
Union of B.C. Municipalities 
warned Friday. 

In a statement issued after a 
two-day meeting in New 
Westminster, the UBCM also 
said it wants the province to 
financially compensate all 
municipalities that will lose 
money after the provincial 
take-over of the courts in July. 

The group representing 
local and regional govern¬ 
ments in B.C. stressed that the 
wording of the Community 
Resources Act now before the 
legislature is “totally ob¬ 
scure.” IIBCM will seek a full 
discussion with Human 


Resources Minister Norm 
Levi on the subject. 

Aid. Harry Rankin, 
chairman of the Vancouver 
resources board, which has 
been operative nearly a year, 
said, “It is obvious that the 
system of resource boards 
could become unwieldy.” 

Functions of the boards will 
include various social ser¬ 
vices including welfare, child 
neglect, poverty, case work, 
counselling, health services, 
correctional services and 
public education. 

UBCM president Mayor 
Ross Marks of 100 Mile House 
said that although the 
provincial government will 
pay for the services provided 
by community resource 
boards, the fees will be added 
to the social services costs, of 
which municipalities are 
expected to nay 10 per cent.

Plush hobby vaults 
to pulsing industry 


The boss wears overalls, 
along with his employees. 

It’s that kind of business. 

The Peetz family has been 
putting Victoria on the sport 
fisherman’s chart for 40 
years, creating tackle and 
gear that’s preferred by en¬ 
thusiasts as far away as 
Florida. 

It all began in the mid-30s 
when the late Boris Peetz, 
silversmith and jeweler, 
decided to combine business 
with pleasure. 

An ardent fisherman, he 
used his know-how to make 
rods, reels, tackle and lead 
weights, eventually putting 
his other trades behind him to 
zero in on his first love — 
fishing equipment. 

Today, his son Ivan is 
president of the firm, Peetz 
Manufacturing Co., and his 
daughter Judy is secretary. 

They work along with six 


employees in their factory at 
2740 Rock Bay in one of the 
city’s best-run democracies. 

Employee and employer 
have one aim in common; to 
produce the best gear 
possible. 

There's roughly 60 pieces in 
each immaculate reel turned 
out — about 8,000 a year — all 
of which is made, except 
screws, by special machinery 
designed by the company. 

Each step of the process is a 
careful one. 

“There can’t be any 
mistakes,” explained Judy, 
“One small error and the 
whole process is put out of 
whack.” 

She came into the business 
after a stint with the Wrens 
during the Second World War. 

Like Ivan, she’s an expert 
fisherman and no mean 


skipper when it comes to 
handling her 23-foot sloop. 

Ivan explained that the 
Peetz reel is probably the only 
one left in the world that's 
manufactured in wood. 

Up until this year Honduran 
mahogany was used. Now 
they’ve switched to Hawaiian 
koa. 

“We can’t get the mahogany 
any more,” Ivan reported, 
“because the Japanese have 
cornered the market, like they 
have spruce and a lot of other 
woods.” 

The switch, however, has 
proven to be a good one, koa 
being even tougher than 
mahogany and just as 
beautiful. 

The company concentrates 
on producing the Hookum 
Spoon, a favorite with

fishermen here and in the 
U.S., particularly around 
Puget Sound. 

Logger Andy Bell, rated one 
of the most astute fishermen 
in Cowichan Bay, rates it a 
“must" in any well-equipped 
tackle box. 

Pressure for their products 
forced the Peetz family to sell 
their retail outlet on Johnson 
in the fall of 1972. Up until then 
they had produced the firm’s 
lines in the store’s back room. 

Now this local cottage in¬ 
dustry is carried on in large 
airy quarters. Even so, Ivan 
reports it's difficult to keep up 
with the demand. 

“We’re two months behind 
in orders, right now,” he said. 

Like any forward-looking 
industry, the Peetz operation 
is backed up by a research 
team. 

The brother and sister who 
head the company do it in the 
only “laboratory” that counts 
in this business — the salt- 
chuk.

Babine Forest Products has 
been offered timber cutting 
rights for a sawmill at Burns 
Lake on condition that Indians 
be directly involved in the 
mill.

Three proposals were- 
submitted for the mill, from 
Babine, West Fraser Timber 
Company and the B.C.

University of B.C. professor 
Barney Dowdle studied the 
proposals and recommended 


the bid be given Babine but 
Williams said he decided the 
“most desirable approach" 
for Burns Lake would include 
the Indians in the area. 

The proviso for Indian in¬ 
volvement must be completed 
by April 23.

A resolution adopted by the 
NAB’s executive committee 
at a meeting in Houston asked 
State to "use its best offices” 
to prevent the Canadian 
Radio-TV Commission from 
continuing its substitution 
policy. 

The resolution said the 
policy requiring deletion of 
U.S. commercials on U.S. 
channels seen by cable in 
some Canadian areas, and 
their replacement by 
Canadian commercials, is "to 
the detriment of all U.S. 
border stations." 

The NAB showed its 
strongest weapon with a 
statement that U.S. law 
require signals of Canadian 
TV stations shown by cable in 
the U.S. "shall not be altered 
in any manner." 

If the NAB’s push ever goes 
beyond its present request for 
quiet inter-government 
negotiation and winds up in an 
international court, this 
regulation by one country 
against interference with the 
product of its neighbor .could 
have a lot of clout. 

The trouble has been 
brewing since the CRTC 
ended Ottawa’s decades-old 
policy of hands-off most 
braodcasting and turned 
activist in the early Trudeau 
years, with the main goal of 
shaping the Canadian iden¬ 
tity. 

In Greater Victoria, viewers 
have not seen much sub¬ 
stitution of commercials. The 
main eltect here of CRTC 
cable rules has been 
simultaneous programming, 
which works this way: 

When the same program is 
scheduled on both a Canadian 
channel and a U.S. channel, 
the Canadian channel can ask 
cable-TV companies in its 
area to put its signal on both 
channels and the cable 
company must do it. 

The result is that, when 
Ironside is shown at 8 p.m. 
Thursdays on Channels 5 and 
8 . the Greater Victoria viewer 
sees the signal of Channel 8 on 
both channels. And that 
means the commercials, 
which can be a maximum of 
12 minutes on Channel 8 but 


only eight minutes on Channel 

5. 

Commercial substitution 
has not been used much in 
Greater Victoria. But when 
new cable licences have been 
awarded in recent years in 
areas like Calgary, the CRTC 
has ordered as a condition of 
licence the replacement of 
U.S. ads by Canadian ones. 

It has taken U.S. broad¬ 
casters about four years to 
wake up because cable 
penetration is only now 
becoming a major factor 
south of the 49th parallel. 

In Greater Victoria, for 
example, something like 90 
per cent of all TV sets are 
hooked to cable; in Seattle, 
it’s between 10 and 15 per cent.

Our hopes slim in tanker battle 


OTTAWA - Canadian of¬ 
ficials admit their chances of 
success are limited in con¬ 
vincing the United States to 
keep Alaskan supertankers 
away from B.C. waters. 

Canada's position was 
outlined after External Af¬ 
fairs Minister Mitchell Sharp 
tabled in Commons the text of 
a Canadian diplomatic note 


delivered to the U.S. state 
department March 25. The 
note asked for a full 
examination of ways to supply 
Washington State refineries 
without moving oil tankers 
through Juan de Fuca Strait. 

Development of an oil port 
on the outer coast of 
Washington State was one 
alternative suggested. Off¬ 


shore pipelines connected to 
existing refineries in 
Bellingham was another. 

Officials also said a second 
pipeline could be built from 
Alaska across Canada to the 
U.S. midwest with a branch 
running through B.C. 

Such a pipeline would 
probably be an expansion of 
the existing Trans Mountain 


line and would supply oil to 
Washington State refineries. 

“We are not convinced that 
it is necessary for the Alaskan 
tankers to come through the 
Strait of Juan de Fuca or 
Rosario Strait to Cherry 
Point,” one official said. 
‘‘There are increasing signs of 
a body of opinion in the U.S. 
that doesn't want to see 


tankers in Rosario Strait and 
Juan de Fuca, either.” 

At the same time, however, 
Canadian officials concede 
that heavy investment in 
refinery construction, coupled 
with land purchases in the 
Bellingham and Cherry Point 
areas by companies hoping to 
use Alaskan oil products, 
could increase resistance to 


changes in the tanker route 
plans. 

Canada also expects 
resistance from U.S. en¬ 
vironmental groups unwilling 
to accept oil refineries on the 
outer coast of Washington or 
in Puget Sound. 

And if the supertanker route 
goes ahead as planned, there 
is no way Canada can limit 


expansion of the oil refinery 
and petrochemical in¬ 
stallation now being enlarged 
near Bellingham. 

So far the U.S. has not 
responded to Canada’s 
diplomatic note, which 
suggested that the two-to- 
three-year period before the 
Alaska pipeline is built offers 
a chance for the two countries 


to agree on "an enhanced 
regime of mutually ac¬ 
ceptable environmental ob¬ 
jectives for the region.” 

Officials interpret such a 
regime as one which would 
protect the Puget Sound and 
Georgia Strait area on both 
sides of the border.

The treasure consists of about $40,000 worth of nickels which 
are scattered along 100 miles of railway track. 

The coins leaked from a broken container while they were 
being shipped from the Royal Canadian Mint in Ottawa to banks 
in Winnipeg. 

Although the area is still covered by deep snow, dozens of 
people shuffle up and down remote sections of track hunting for 
the nickels. 

CN has warned that anyone picking up the coins can be 
charged with stealing but the railway has only two policemen at 
Longlac to patrol 500 miles of track.

Economist Tom Wilson 
listed three alternatives to 
cope with inflation; live with it 
and adjust; fight it with 
policies that rely on using 
exchange rates, or deal with 
demand by encouraging 
larger production, thus 
avoiding shortages. 


'New era' for fisheries seen 


OTTAWA - Subsidies to 
help fishermen improve 
existing fishboats are 
provided in an amendment to 
the Fisheries Development 
Act which has been under 
discussion in the Commons. 

Government House Leader 
Allan MacEachen said the 
changes, although appearing 
to be small, could be ex¬ 
tremely significant. He said 


there was “every reason to 
believe’’ a new era in the 
development of Canadian 
fisheries was at hand. 

New estimates show $50.13 
million set aside for subsidies, 
more than double the 1973-74 
spending In the new program 
the government is willing to 
pay 35 per cent of any 
renovation costing more than 
$5,000. 


Soviets concede on borders 


GENEVA — Some of the 
gloom at the 35-nation 
European security conference 
was lifted on the weekend 
when major concessions by 
the Soviet Union allowed a 
provisional agreement on 
wording concerning the in¬ 
violability of frontiers. 

Until the concession, the 
conference had been able to 


achieve almost nothing during 
six months of talks. 

Inviolability of frontiers is a 
major issue for the Soviets, 
who initiated the conference 
and want it to produce a 
document concecrating 
Europe’s post-war borders. 

Sources say the Soviets 
have accepted a Western text 
allowing frontiers to be 
changed by peaceful means 
through agreement. 


PNE racing revenue up 


VANCOUVER - The 
Pacific National Exhibition’s 
share of horse racing 
operations should increase to 
$650,000 this ye*r from 
$400,000 under contract 
changes with the B.C. Jockey 
Club. 

Most of the increased 
revenues will come from a 


hike in the PNE’s share of the 
parimutuel take to one per 
cent from .725 per cent. 

Aid. Firtz Bowers, a PNE 
board member, said changes 
in the contract which runs 
until 1993 also will boost the 
PNE’s share by next year to 
$760,000. This would come 
from an expected increase in 
revenue from the track. 


WASHINGTON - President 
Richard Nixon returned from 
a round of cordial meetings 
with European heads of State 
this week to face mounting 
troubles over Watergate. 

Republican Senator Lowell 
Weicker from Connecticut 
says he has evidence the 
White House spied on a dozen 
major politicians and that 
Internal Revenue Service 
intelligence data was used to 
protect friends of the ad¬ 
ministration, including Rev. 
Billy Graham and actor John 
Wayne, during tax audits. 

Special Watergate 
prosecutor Leon Jaworski, 
meanwhile, says he is 
prepared to issue subpoenas 
to obtain more White House 
documents. The last time 
subpoenas were issued for 
White House material was 
March 10 but it is now believed 
Jaworski is seeking 
documents relating to con¬ 
tributions toward the 1972 
elections. 

Nixon’s former ap¬ 
pointments secretary, Dwight 
Chapin, has been found guilty 
on two counts of lying to a 
grand jury investigating 
political sabotage in the 1972 
presidential election. 


Mitchell 


Chapin, 33, now an airline 
executive, is free on bond 
pending sentence May 15 He 
is the eighth former White 
House aide to plead or be 
found guilty. 

Each of the counts on which 
Chapin was guilty carries a 
maximum penalty of five 
years in prison and a $ 10,000 
fine.

Sadat-Soviet 
falling out 


CAIRO — A newspaper here 
reports a falling out between 
Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat and a delegation from 
the Soviet Union. 

The delegation walked out 
of a student conference in 
Cairo on the weekend after 


remarks by Sadat that Russia 
had failed to fulfil com¬ 
mitments to deliver war 
materials. 

The newspaper says the 
delegation left Egypt on the 
instructions of the Soviet 
government.

PARIS — Final state rites 
for French President Georges 
Pompidou were held here 
Saturday and now the race is 
on to determine his successor 
in elections set May 5. 

At least 40 countries were 
represented, including 
Canada, at the requiem mass 
held at Notre Dame 
Cathedral. Prime Minister 
Pierre Trudeau represented 
Canada, returning yesterday 
to Ottawa. Also attending was 
Premier Robert Bourassa of 
Quebec. 


Security was tightened after 
the discovery Friday of an 
eight-ounce charge of high 
explosive TNT in a basement 
near the VIP lounge of Orly 
Airport.

Edward Nixon, the 
president’s youngest brother, 
was the first witness for the 
defence and contradicted 
testimony of two key 
prosecution witnesses. He 
said Stans had told him in 1972 
it made no difference whether 
Vesco's $200,000 contribution 
was made in cash or by 
cheque. 

The White House has an¬ 
nounced that President Nixon 
will charge into the special 
election campaign in 
Michigan where Republican 
James Sparling is running 
against Democrat Robert 
Traxler. 

White House sources say 
Nixon is convinced his prompt 
decision to pay his $465,000 
federal tax bill has improved 
his public standing enough to 
risk taking part in the cam¬ 
paign.

EDMONTON — Marten 
Hartwell, the bush pilot who 
ate the flesh of a nurse to stay 
alive when his plane crashed 
in the North West Territories 
16 months ago, still wants to 
fly. 

“There is nobody in the 
world who is more nuts and 
crazy than the bush pilot, but 
he can’t do anything else,’’ he 
said. “I don’t know if I ever 
will be accepted again by 
companies, but I will try.” 

Hartwell, 49, survived a 32- 
day ordeal in the Arctic with 
two broken ankles, a frac¬ 
tured knee cap and nose. 

It started Nov. 8, 1972, when 
Hartwell started on a 550-mile 
mercy flight from Cambridge 
Bay, NWT, to Yellowknife. 

His Beechcraft 18 strayed 
from its flight path and hit a 
hillside, about 150 miles from 
Yellowknife. Two passengers, 
nurse Judy Hill and Neemee 
Nulliayok, who was in 
premature labor, were killed. 

Mrs. Nulliayok’s nephew, 
14-year-old David Kootook, 


who had acute appendicitis, 
died 23 days later. 

Hartwell, fearing he would 
die from lack of food, ate some 
of the nurse’s flesh. 

The accident touched off a 
controversy over search and 
rescue methods. An inquest 
concluded that Hartwell’s 
inexperience in flying at night 
contributed to the accident. 
He lost his pilot’s licence. 

Although Hartwell has 
applied to write examinations 
for a commercial pilot’s 
licence, there has been no 
reply from the department of 
transport. 


Hartwell anxious 
to take off again 
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Stanley Cup showdown tonight

Jackson art lives on 


A. Y. Jackson, last of the 
rebel Group of Seven, was 
buried in Ontario Monday. 

Art from his bold brush is 
treasuree in Victoria as it is 
across me land. 

Better than half a century 
ago, Jackson and a handful of 
fellow artists led Canadian 
painters into an era of rugged 
technique in harmony with 
Canada's harsh terrain. 

Their work outlived con¬ 
demnation from the art 
establishment of the time. 
Just last week one of 
Jackson's paintings changed 


hands in Vancouver for 
$60,000. Mis major works could 
command upwards of $100,000 
if collectors would part with 
them. 

The original Group of 
Seven, formed in 1920, in¬ 
cluded Jackson, Arthur 
Lismer, Lawren Harris, 
Franklin Carmichael, Fred 
Varley, J. E. H. MacDonald 
and Franz Johnston. 

Tom Thomson, who 
drowned in Ontario’s 
Algonquin Park in 1917, was 
not technically a member of 
.the group but certainly 
belonged to the movement in 


spirit, says Colin Graham, 
director emeritus of Greater 
Victoria Art Gallery. 

Graham says Jackson. 
Varley. Harris and Mac¬ 
Donald were the most talented 
of the group. 

Jackson's work, he says, 
has a "unique rolling rhythm 
of his own.” His paintings 
"impart a very personal style 
with strong design elements.” 

The local art gallery’s 
collection includes nine of 
Jackson's oil sketches, two 
done in the Cariboo, as well as 
a watercolor. There is as well 
a. recently-acquired drawing. 


The one large canvas, of 
Port Radium in the North 
West Territories, was com¬ 
missioned by a former gallery 
director, Alex McBain, who 
donated it to the gallery. 

Jackson's work at the 
gallery spans most of his 
artistic lifetime, from 1915 to 
about I960. He painted late in 
the twilight of his career, until 
a brain operation brought him 
nearly to a halt about four 
years ago. He was 91 when he 
died Friday at a nursing 
home in Kleinburg, 25 miles 
northeast of Toronto. 



Park weddings 
given blessing 

Now it’s official — nuptials can be held down amongst the 
roses and shrubs of Beacon Hill Park. 

The policy was recommended for city approval by the parks 
committee last week after parks administrator Cliff Bate 
reported a number of traffic-generating weddings and recep¬ 
tions had been held without official permission.

Oak Bay senior high teacher 
Wendy Swonnell walked into 
class one day last fall, sat 
down and didn’t open her 
mouth until the buzzer 
sounded to end the session. 

Her students sat ex¬ 
pectantly, waiting for the 
teacher to start pouring 
knowledge into their heads, 
but nothing happened. For 45 
minutes no one said anything. 

The students were enrolled 
in a non-credit course in 
communications which Mrs. 
Swonnell, the school coun¬ 
sellor, started in September. 

And one of their first 
lessons, which the total 
silence was designed to teach 
them, was to show how 
teachers and students nor¬ 
mally communicate — 
teacher talking, students 
listening. 

Mrs. Swonnell, they quickly 
learned, wasn’t that kind of 
teacher. Students are ex¬ 
pected to learn about com¬ 
municating by talking and 


listening to each other, with 
the teacher just one member 
of the discussion group. 

"From then on things really 
got going,” said Mrs. Swon¬ 
nell, who is - as enthusiastic 
about the course as her 
students. 

The non-credit course, 
which has 90 students enrolled 
in four classes, has been so 
successful it has been ap¬ 
proved as a credit course for 
next fall by Greater Victoria 
school board. 

Mrs. Swonnell has also 
received a $1,000 B.C. 
Teachers’ Federation grant to 
buy books for the course. 

Each class meets three 
times a week for group 
discussions which Mrs. 
Swonnell may prompt but 
never dominates. Sometimes 
a guest is invited to Join the 
group — school trustees, other 
teachers, parents, or even 
school drop-outs. 

"Nowhere in the school do 
we give students a chance to

talk about what they want to 
talk about,” she said. Her 
classes try to give them that 
chance and the results, she 
said, are "just fascinating.” 

"What I’m trying to do is 
help them to learn how to 
listen,” Mrs. Swonnell said. 

One way to do this, she said, 
is to make each student in the 
discussion rephrase what the 
previous speaker has just said 
before he can speak. 

She’s seen a real change in 
some students since Sep¬ 
tember, with more and more 
taking an active part in 
discussions, "especially some 
of the girls who didn’t say boo 
before.” 

Some classes are held at 
Mrs Swonnell's apartment, 
which is more conducive to 
good talk than a classroom. 

And one of the four classes 
has started meeting every 
Wednesday evening on its 
own. 

“They just get together as a 
social thing,” she said. The 
four classes are anxious to 
meet each other and all 90 are 
planning a weekend outing 
together. 

Grading the com¬ 
munications students is a 
problem, Mrs. Swonnell said,

because it’s hard to judge how 
much students get out of the 
course. 

She evaluates each 
student's performance each 
term, and allows them to 
evaluate their own work and 
the course as well. 

Parent reaction has been 
generally favorable; some 
have said they’ve noticed a 
change in their child since the 
course started. 

Mrs. Swonnell is expecting 
some "static” when the 
course becomes a credit 
course. Some teachers and 
others may see it as an easy 
credit. 

But she feels that un¬ 
derstanding of com¬ 
munication between people, of 
human relationships, is as 
important to teenagers as 
mathematics or physics.

A $500,000 campaign to find 
enough teachers to meet an 
expected shortage in Sep¬ 
tember will be launched this 
spring by the provincial 
government. 

"A significant number of 
extra teachers will be 
required to replace those who 
retire or otherwise leave the 
profession and, in particular, 
to bring about a reduction in 
the pupil-teacher ratio,” said 
Education Minister Eileen 
Dailly in announcing the 
campaign 

The money will be used to 
draw trained and partially- 
trained teachers and 
university graduates with no 
teacher training into the 
classroom: 

—University graduates will 
be offered $500 grants to help 
pay for four months of teacher 
training starting May 1. 
Starting in September, they 
will work in schools as interns, 
and continue their training 
later. A total of $145,000 in 
grants is provided; 

-Partially-trained people 
who study over the summer to 
become fully qualified will 
receive $250 grants from a 
fund of $65,000; 

—Teachers who haven’t 
taught for several years and 
who take courses this summer 
to prepare for teaching in 
September will get $250 
grants, from a fund of $75,000. 

Student teachers who do 
their final practice teaching in 
remote school districts will 
receive travel and living 
allowance grants totalling 
$150,000. 


Finally, $65,000 will be spent 
recruiting people to take the 
various training programs 
this summer so they can go 
into the classroom in Sep¬ 
tember. 

Around 870 extra teachers 
are expected to be recruited 
by the drive. 

Pat Walsh, president of B.C. 
School Trustees Association, 
said recruitment outside B.C. 
will be needed to meet teacher 
needs in the province. 

Mrs. Dailly had said only 
"very limited and highly 
selective recruitment” would 
be done outside B.C. if the 
B.C. recruitment doesn't 
provide enough teachers.

Bahai wedding here 
was first for B.C. 


Verily we will abide by the 
will of God." 

With the repetition of this 
vow, Bruce Beattie and Joyce 
Harris were married 
Saturday in a Baha'i wedding, 
the first ever performed in 
British Columbia. 

The wedding took place at 
the home of Roland McGee, 
chairman of the spiritual 
assembly of Baha'is in Vic¬ 
toria. 

The 25-year-old groom is a 
student at the University of 


Victoria. He met his 24-year- 
old bride when he went to 
Yellowknife as a pioneer for 
the Baha'i faith. 

The service is a simple one. 
It includes some readings 
from Baha'i scriptures. The 
groom says to the bride: 
‘‘Verily we will abide by the 
will of God." The bride 
repeats the vow. They are 
then man and wife. 

There is no minister or other 
religious person taking part in 
the ceremony. 


A Toronto Baha'i, Allan 
Raynor, who does legal work 
on behalf of the Baha’is, said 
the power to perform the 
marriage rests with the local 
spiritual assembly of the 
Baha'is. 

Raynor, who attended the 
wedding, said the assembly is 
incorporated under the 
Societies Act of B.C. and is, in 
iLself, a person in law. 

The legal documents were 
looked after by McGee, he 
said, and the rites and usages 
of the faith were followed. 


This consisted of getting the 
consent of all living par¬ 
ents of the couple, the reading 
of scripture and repetition of 
the vow. 

Other Baha'is have been 
married in the province at 
Baha'i-oriented services, 
Raynor said, but they 
required a minister or 
authorized person to perform 
the marriage. 

Saturday's wedding was the 
first in the province carried 
out completely according to 
Baha'i tradition. 


Churches strive 
for solutions 
to Ulster woes 


Less than one per cent of the 
people in Ireland are in any 
way actively involved in the 
current violence, according to 
Anglican Bishop Henry 
Robert McAdoo. 

The bishop, whose diocese 
of Ossory is in the 
southeastern part of the Irish 
Republic, was speaking on the 
ecumenical movement and 
the Irish situation at a public 
meeting in the chapel of 
Metropolitan United Church 
Thursday night 

He is on a tour of Canada as 
this year’s Gallagher 
Memorial lecturer under the 
allspices of the Canadian 
Council of Churches of which 
Dr. W. J. Gallagher was the 
first general secretary. 

McAdoo told the audience of 
about 50 that the situation 
needs much more light and 
shade if it is not to be a 
caricature. 

“My reflections are those of 
one from Southern Ireland," 
he said “I have a great love 
for the people of Northern 
Ireland." 

A solution can be reached, 
he said, only along the lines of 
partnership “and I see the 
beginnings of that part¬ 
nership." 

The interpretation of the 
troubles as a straight 
Catholic-Protestant con¬ 
frontation are deeply 
misleading, according to the 
bishop. Politics and history 
are important factors 

The Christian churches are 
working together to build 
bridges, he said. 

"There are real con¬ 
versations, in-depth con¬ 
versations, between 
Anglicans and Roman 
Catholics, to bring about a 
candidness and openness 
amongst the people. 

"I have preached in Roman 
Catholic cathedrals and they

in ours. This was not possible 
a few years ago or when I was 
a boy." 

There have been tangible 
effects of the wider movement 
for Christian unity. As an 
example, the bishop told of the 
destruction, in the past five 
years, of four Roman Catholic 
churches and five Protestant 
churches. 

“But what about this?" he 
went on. “When a Catholic 
church in Belfast was bom¬ 
bed, 110 Protestant neighbors 
from down the street turned 
up to clear up the mess. And 
the Anglican bishop took up a 
collection for the Catholics. 
The reverse has happened 
also." 

McAdoo said he would not 
deny that many people have 
died wrongly and shamefully 
in a kind of tribalism, “a they- 
and-us mentality, ghetto 
thinking, ghetto morality 
instead of Christian morality. 
But is Canada free from 
this?"

Fertilizer crisis 
may affect food 


B.C food prices this year 
could be directly affected by a 
serious shortage of fertilizer. 
Jack Wessel. secretary- 
treasurer of the B.C. 
Federation of Agriculture, has 
warned. 

“A horrendous demand for 
fertilizer on the Prairies” has 
left B.C. farmers "short by 
10.000 tons." said Wessel 
adding 80.000 tons a year is 
normally used in B.C 

Forage, fruit and vegetable 
production will be affected by 
the shortage which will have 
some bearing on meat and 
milk production costs, he said. 

As a result, he said, output 
of some crops will likely be 
lower, particularly vegetables 
and forage, “which means 
higher per unit costs that in 
turn will be reflected at the 
market place." 

A similar demand in the 
U.S., where an additional 10 
million acres of crops is ex¬ 
pected to be planted this year, 
is another factor in the fer¬ 
tilizer shortage, he said. 


“We could get a break if 
there is a late spring on the 
Prairies and supplies catch up 
to the forecast increase in 
grain plantings<” Wessel said. 

The price of fertilizer is up 
15 to 45 per cent, depending on 
the mix. he said. For example. 
11-55-0 fertilizer <11 per cent 
nitrogen and 55 per cent 
phosphorous) is now about 
$145 a ton compared w ith $110 
last year. 

The main suppliers are 
Cominco’s plants at Trail and 
Kimberley, a nitrogen plant in 
Calgary, and Imperial Oil’s 
plant at Redwater. Alberta. 
Wessel said. 

Farmers were warned by 
the federation last fall that 
fertilizer supplies would be 
short and rail cars would be 
limited this year and were 
advised to stock up on fer¬ 
tilizer. 

“We also have a shortage of 
hopper cars.” he said. “If we 
got one unit trail — 100 
carloads — we would have 
enough.”

A call for a complete 
shutdown of mines if new 
royalties are imposed has 
been rejected by the president 
of the B.C. and Yukon 
Chamber of Mines. 

“That's what the govern¬ 
ment would like us to do.” Ed 
Scholz told a Richmond 
meeting sponsored by the 
Liberal party to discuss Bill 
31, the Mineral Royalties Act. 
The shutdown suggestion 
came from a man in the 
audience. 

Scholz said the government 
would like the mines to go on 
strike so “the next day they'd 
just take us over.” 

“The impact (of a shut¬ 
down) on the public would be 
so great that in the public's 
mind, the government would 
be fully justified in taking 
over and they would be.” 

Theelfect of Bill 31 would be 
to reduce mineral reserves in 
B.C. from “something like six 
billion tons to about two billion 
tons,” he said, and the 
royalties proposed in the bill 
would make it uneconomical 
to mine lower grade minerals. 

Scholz, vice-president for 


exploration of Placer 
Development Ltd., shared the 
platform with Liberal leader 
David Anderson, North 
Vancouver-Capilano Libeial 
MLA Cordon Gibson. Rich 
mond Mayor Gil Blair, and 
Surrey Mayor Bill Vander 
Zalm. 

Gibson said if a value of only 
$5 a ton were placed on the lost 
reserves, the effect would be a 
$10,000 loss for every person in 
B.C. 

Gibson opposed leaving the 
minerals “in the ground” 
saying that undersea mining 
of copper nodules was "close 
to development" and would 
yield a higher grade ore than 
most copper mines in B.C. 

This, he said, could deprive 
the province of its five per 
cent of the world market. 

“I am not against higher 
taxes on resources but it has 
to be done the right way so as 
not to ruin an industry,” he 
said. 

Taxing profits is the right 
way. said Gibson, because 
taxing through royalties 
would only ensure that higher 
grade ores were mined, thus 
decreasing production.

Even if Health Minister 
Marc Lalonde succeeds in 
preventing the new World 
Football League from gaining 
a foothold in Canada, it is 
unlikely Saskatchewan 
Roughriders can survive for 
five or six more years. 

That was the warning 
sounded by Bill Clarke, a past 
president of the Western 
Football Conference club. 
Clarke says escalating costs

There's treasure in waste baskets 


These days you should not 
refer to the contents of 
wastepaper baskets as 
"garbage" — it's loo mun¬ 
dane a term, according to Bill 
Allan ot Allan's Paper Stock 
Co. Ltd. 

it's waste paper destined 
for reprocessing, not gar¬ 
bage.” says Allan, and it’s his 
business, a heightened one 
since last week’s an¬ 
nouncement by Public Works 
Minister Bill Hartley that 900 
tons of paper from provincial 
government offices will start 
through a recycling process at 
Allan’s plant on Tyee Road. 

‘The new arrangement will 
help make up for losses since 
Victoria Press Ltd . went on 
strike We dropped by 30 or 40 


tons of waste paper a month 
since then." 

Provincial government 
office waste is destined to 
travel a long route aflei it's 
been collected, eaten up by 
Allan's $42,000 paper shred¬ 
ding machine, bundled and 
shipped to Burnaby for re¬ 
pulping into paper products 
from roofing to Gypsum 
board 

Allan is already clearing out 
waste from the Queen's 
Printers and the Douglas 
building to "see how it goes" 
before other buildings are 
placed on the recycling 
program The two buildings 
alone will supply an estimated 
40 tons a month. 

Allan says not much sorting 
has to be done before the 


waste is processed. The odd 
apple core tossed into the 
basket after lunch can be 
picked out when the paper is 
wending its way up a ramp 
into the shredding machine 

"For now. we'll concentrate 
on the wast' baskets where the 
majority of waste is paper 
Cafeteria refuse, etc., won't 
be touched." explains Allan. 

But he thinks the provincial 
government should be doing 
more for recycling operations 
in the province. 

He takes great pride in his 
operation, "a family business 
started by grandfather during 
the Old Sidney Roofing and 
Paper Co. days." and he’ll 
only deal with re-pulping 
firms in the province 


"But lately there are a lot of 
deals in Vancouver for export 
to Japan. 

"I'm against exporting 
material that can be used in 
the province. But more and 
more of these fellows are 
making a fast buck by ex¬ 
porting recyclable paper 
waste to Japan, where 
everything's in sucb short 
demand that they're paying 
fantastic prices." 

"The federal government or 
the province should legislate 
that if the materials can be 
used here — and they can — 
they should have to stay here. 

"I send my stuff to Belkins 
in Burnaby — they don't 
export it to Japan, no matter 
what price they’re offered "

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MLAs urge property change 


A complete revamping of 
B.C.'s property assessment 
procedures has been 
recommended to the 
legislature by an all-party 
committee which heard 
numerous briefs and sub¬ 
missions on the* inadequacies 
of the present system. 

In its final report, the II- 
member committee recom¬ 
mends that legislation be 
introduced in this session to 
create an independent, 
province*wide assessment 
authority. 


All assessors, including 
those now working under the 
direction of municipalities, 
should come under the 
jurisdiction of the new 
authority, the report states. 

Legislation should also be 
introduced this year to bring 
all aspects of property 
assessment under one single 
act. At present. the 
Assessment Equalization Act. 
the Municipal Act. the 
Taxation Act and the Public 
Schools Act contain sections 
dealing with assessment. 


The committee also urges 
the government to introduce 
legislation that would enable 
all property to be assessed at 
100 per cent of its actual value. 

Equalized assessment, it 
says, should be achieved in 
1075 or 1970 at the latest. 

Committee chairman Carl 
Liden iNDP—Delta) said in 
an interview the government 
should also recognize the 
necessity to bring in new 
taxation legislation at the

That will be necessary to 
offset the effects of drastic 
assessment increases once 
assessment is based on 100 per 
cent of actual properly value, 
rather than between 35 and 50 
per cent.

Industries and the B.C. School 
Trustees Association. 

In addition to that, the 
committee received 
numerous written sub¬ 
missions from individuals, all 
of which were considered by 
the members. 



Health pacts 
'hold pitfalls'

Consumer Services Minister 
Phyllis Young has issued a 
warning against the pitfalls of 
long-term service contracts 
offered by health spas and 
weight-reducing salons 

In a press release, the 
minister drew specific at¬ 
tention to “the so-called 
weekly obligation, such as $2 
to $5 per treatment." 

Consumers often don't 
appreciate that they are 
entering into long-term 
contracts which are almost 
impossible to cancel, even for 
reasons of health, transfer to 
another city or other valid 
reasons, the minister said. 


The release promised 
legislation that will "do much 
to alleviate certain situations 
in the future." but meanwhile, 
consumers should exercise 
great care before signing any 
long-term service contracts. 

They should refuse to be 
pressured into signing any 
papers; they should carefully 
investigate the contacts, 
especially the fine print; and 
they should allow themselves 
a "cooling-off period" before 
signing, the minister said. 

"Check first, ask questions, 
don't sign too quickly," she 
said.

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Paddling through the rapids, youths learn art of survival 

Nature's rigors 
make doers 
out of wishers 


The Department of Human 
Resources has a sure-fire cure 
for teenage apathy. 

The cure is called a 
wilderness survival trip, with 
the emphasis on survival, and 
is probably the most rugged, 
back-breaking program of its 
kind in Canada. 

This summer, six groups of 
four people each — one staff 
member and three teenagers 
— will be dropped off in 
various remote parts of 
Vancouver Island and left on 
their own for 22 days. 

During those 22 days, the 
group will canoe down rivers, 
shooting rapids and climbing 
log jams on the way, portage 
through some of B.C.’s 
thickest rain forests, climb 
mountains, face five-foot high 
waves on a lake and generally 
learn to survive in an un¬ 
friendly and hostile wilder¬ 
ness atmosphere. 

The program has been in 
effect for three years, at first 
sponsored by the Family and 
Children’s Service and now 
under the auspices of the 
Youth Services Division of the 
Department of Human 
Resources. 

The program is supervised 
by two department workers — 
Howie Anderson and Ken 
Miller. 

“It was developed in 
response to a need of 
adolescents," Anderson said. 

"Many are apathetic and 
unmotivated and turned off by 
their way of life. 

"The goal of this program is 
to affect an attitude change in 
the kids and give them some 
confidence in themselves. 
Many of them now don’t have 
any adventure or excitement 
in their lives,” Anderson said. 

If it’s adventure and ex¬ 
citement the kids are looking 
(or, then they’ve come to the 
right place. 

On a typical survival trip, 
the group of four is driven 
across logging roads to the 
source of the Klanawa River 
in the Nitinat area of Van¬ 
couver Island. 

The four people in two 
canoes make their way down 
the river which in places is 


blocked by quarter-mile long 
log jams which have to be 
gotten over, under or around. 

After about six days of 
canoeing, they will reach the 
ocean, heft the fully-loaded 
canoes on their backs and hike 
along one of the roughest 
parts of the West Coast Life- 
Saving Trail. 

From there, they canoe up 
Tsusiat Lake, make another 
rough portage and then 
continue to a base camp, 
which is really just a small 
cleared-out space surrounded 
by rain forest, on Hobiton 
Lake. 

When they reach the base 
point, Anderson said, it’s only 
the easiest part of the trip 
that’s behind them. 

After a short rest, each’of 
three kids is given 10 matches 
and a knife and taken by 
himself or herself to an 
isolated spot around the lake. 

That’s it for three days. The 
teenager has to fend for 
himself, picking berries, 
fishing or trapping any of the 
small wildlife in the area. 

The kids keep a journal of 
their three solitary days in the 
wilderness and the journals 
usually have one thing in 
common — they are all in¬ 
terspersed with thoughts of 
food. 

The group gets back 
together, into the canoes 
again and heads up Hitchie 
Creek which is a calm stretch 
of water unless it’s been 
raining for more than two 
days, in which case it’s a 
rushing torrent. 

From Hitchie Lake the 
group hikes up a mountain 
ridge. When they get there the 
staff member turns around 
and heads straight back to the 
base camp. The kids are left to 
find their own way back with

the use of a compass and a 
good sense of direction. 

When they finally find their 
way back — the program 
hasn’t lost anybody yet — it’s 
back to the canoes and up a 
stream to Nitinat Lake where 
it’s common to run into waves 
that are four or five feet high. 

If the timing is right, the 
group should reach a small 
clearing on the lake just in 
time to meet the truck that’s 
come to pick them up and haul 
them back to the city life. 

Miller and Anderson have at 
least four times as many 
applications as the program 
can handle. The kids are 
referred by schools, neigh¬ 
borhood offices of the 
department of human 
resources, the juvenile 
division of the attorney- 
general’s department and by 
police officers. 

The program doesn’t end 
after the 22 day trip. A follow¬ 
up program keeps the staff 
members in touch with the 
teenagers long after they are 
back in the city. 
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Cowichan schools in peril 

Some parts are substandard 


DUNCAN — A special 
inquiry into Cowichan schools 
has shown that parts of the 
system are substandard and 
badly in need of immediate 
attention. 

That is the summary of a 
report probing learning 
conditions in schools in 


Cowichan School District. The 
inquiry was done by a com¬ 
mission established by B.C. 
Teachers’ Federation at the 
request of Cowichan District 
Teachers’ Association. 


Good intent 
creating 
rip-offs ? 


NORTH CQWICHAN - The 
wisdom of senior govern¬ 
ments' spending in the 
Cowichan Valley area is being 
questioned by Rev. Allan 
Kerr, an Anglican Church 
minister at Duncan. 

In a letter to North 
Cowichan council, Kerr wrote 
"the Cowichan Valley must be 
one of the ideal breeding 
grounds for rip-offs. It may be 
the climate or the natural 
beauty around us that attract 
them. 

"When I say ‘rip-offs’ I refer 
to certain government- 
sponsored programs which, 
however will intentioned, 
have ended up as dubious 
enterprises and adventures." 

Kerr referred to $40,000 
spent by the federal govern¬ 
ment for a musical 
playground some years ago, 
the allocation of $16,500 for a 
Crisis Centre and money 
given to the Community 
Option Society. 

“The costly musical 
playground now is a mute 
collection of oversize in¬ 
struments. The chief creator 
of it left the valley and it is 
impossible to find out 
anything about this publicly- 
funded venture. Some of the 
principals connected with the 
Crisis Centre left . . . and the 
centre became defunct. 

“It is my understanding 


after speaking to one of the 
directors that they have ap¬ 
proached the Hon. Robert 
Strachan for a grant of $50,006 
which he has said may be 
available for the resurrection 
of that centre. I am not 
questioning the necessity of a 
Crisis Centre, but I am 
suspicious of the financial 
management after the last 
experience." 

Kerr also advised council 
that he was unable to find out 
how $70,000 given to the 
Community Option Society by 
the provincial government 
from last August until 
December 1973 has been 
spent. 

“Until I, as a taxpayer, can 
be provided with a detailed 
financial statement from the 
society I must assume that 
once more public funds are 
being squandered,” Kerr 
stated. 

He added that it is the 
responsibility of elected 
bodies to inform the public as 
to what has been happening 
"in this field” during the past 
few years. Aid. John Cannon 
commented that, although* 
there is a lot of validity in 
what Kerr said, there also 
have been a lot of good 
projects. He referred to a 
youth program for building 
paths on Maple Mountain in' 
particular. 


TIPPLERS' TIZZY 
GAS-INDUCED? 

DUNCAN — Tear gas powder is believed the cause of 
an incident here Friday which sent four persons to 
Cowichan District Hospital with minor injuries after 
mysterious fumes filled the Tzouhalem Hotel beer parlor. 

About 80 persons evacuated the parlor after the fumes 
made everybody feel sick with parched throats and 
watery eyes, bartender Ed Siebert said. "Everybody 
sneezed, then they couldn’t see anything.” 

RCMP in Duncan suspect a tear gas powder had been 
sprinkled on the pub floor by unknown persons.

The commission visited the 
senior high school, four junior 
high schools and 10 elemen¬ 
tary schools. Commission 
members received briefs 
from individual teachers and 
schools staff members and in 
addition met with the school 
board chairman, district 
superintendent, director of 
elementary instruction, 
supervisor of maintenance, 
district resource centre 
personnel, district counsellor, 
the principals and vice¬ 
principals association and the 
executive of the CDTA. 

Fundamental issues of 
immediate concern were 
identified as lack of sufficient 
classrooms, laboratories, 
libraries, playing fields, 
storage and gymnasium 
facilities and the absence of 


strong leadership because 
there is no chief executive 
officer for the school board. 

The commission also found 
there is little planning, short¬ 
term or long-term, on most 
educational matters and that 
communication gaps exist 
between various groups 
within the Cowichan 
education system and bet¬ 
ween the system and the 
public. 

“The Cowichan District 
Teachers’ Association wishes 
to make it clear that the 
purpose in requesting the B.C. 
Teachers’ Federation com¬ 
mission of inquiry was not to 
find fault, but to have an 
impartial assessment of the 
state of education in the 
Cowichan Valley," said Pat 


I 

Clarke, president of the 
CDTA. 

“In this goal,” Mrs. Clarke 
continued, “we feel the 
commission has been suc¬ 
cessful. To those involved in' 
education in the district, it has 
become apparent that as a 
result of financial strictures, 
the conditions under which 
children learn have been 
steadily deteriorating. 

“Decisions affecting 
education have been based on' 
the availability of funds so 
that schools have been forced 
into such measures as shift 
systems and extended time 
tables, both educationally 
unsound. Unless adequate 
funds are made available to 
upgrade the facilities of many 
of our schools, the situation 
can only worsen, the 
educational standards of 
which we have been justly 
proud, can only fall to the 
level of mediocrity."
